(Continued From Pa.gP 1) 
the war had imported foreigners under 
contract. 


Mr. Gary said it had not but that be- 
fore the contract labor law became 
effective it was possible but not prob- 
able the foreigners had been imported. 
"If you have no unionism," Senator 
Kenyon asked, "Who is going to speak 
for the men? how can individuals with- 
out unions present their views?" 
Judge Gary replied that, as has been 
frequently done, individuals or com- 
mitteees of 
workment 
could present 
grievances to foremen, superintendents, 
manager, or even officials. 
Judge Gary analyzed steel strikers as 
belonging to three classes. 
"First there are the Americans," he 
said. "Then a large number of foreign 
born workers and finally a small min- 
ority of foreigners, not o\:er 15 per cent 
of the total, who are actually engaged 
in promoting the strike. 
"Don't you think 
this 
committee 
ought to make its own investigation as 
to that in the field?" asked Senator 
Kenyon. 
"If it could make a quiet investiga- 
tion, yes" was the reply, "but if the 
whole committee goes there is danger 
of misunderstanding among the work- 
men as to the object of their visit." 
Chairman Kenyon read principles of 
the war labor board promulgated during 
the war guaranteeing the right of col- 
lective bargaining to employes, and ask- 
ed if Judge Gary indorsed that. 
"If you mean what the labor unions 
call collective bargaining, no," Judge 
Gary responded. "If you mean organi- 
zation of plant committees to present 
grievences, yes." 


"I'd like to know what the difference 
is between you and the labor unions," 
said Senator Jones, Democrat, 
.New 
Mexico. 


"Unions are endeavoring to compel 
employers to 
contract with 
them," 
Judge Gary answered, "and when that 
is done, non-union men cannot be em- 
ployed." 


"What good is it for men to belong 


to unions," said , Senator Walsh-, Demo- 
crat, Massachusetts, "if when they join 
you refuse, to discuss anything 
with 
their representatives?" 


"Is it right," Judge Gary countered, 


"for ten per cent of tho men who may 
belong to unions to dictate conditions 
for the other 90 per cent?" 


"But your proposition is the same," 
Senator Walsh continued," "even if 90 
per cent of the men were organized, 
you would not confer with their repre- 
ae.ntatives." 


"I haven't said .so," Judge Gary, re- 


plied. "That question has not. come up".' 
We shall not do anything to injure the 
open shops." 


"Lot's settle this point right here," 
Senator Walsh insisted "will you con- 
fer with any representative's or organiz- 
ed labor today, to 
hoip settle 
this 
strike?" . 


"I will not," Jurdge Gary returned.

Next door to her was the wealthy lit- 


tle country we call Holland. 
The lat- 


ter may have been justified in main- 
taining her position of cold neutrality 
during the war. but she thereby lost 
the crown of glory. 


Between these two the associated 


powers are now called upon to decide. 
Belgium demands a revision of the 
treaty of 1S3S, under which Holland an- 
nexted the southern bank of the Scheldt 
and a scrip of Dutch Limberg lying be- 
tween Belgium and Germain. Belgium 
bases her demands uon the necessity of 
securing a stronger military frontier 
and fieemg the trade of Antwerp, her 
great port, from the restrictions now 
placed upon it by Butch possession of 
the lower portion of the Scheldt, and 
asks for political control of the south- 
ern bank of the river, and certain 
guarantees deemed necessary to sa"p- 
guard Belgium's economic interests in 
South Limberg. 


In return for these concessions the 


Belgians suggested that Holland recei-.e 
compensation in the form of certain 
Dits of German territory inhabited by a 
Dutch speaking population. 


There will be almost universal sym- 


pathy, we believe, -with the Belgian de- 
mands, and there will be very little 
sympathy for Holland. 
"Whether the 


Belgian demands are grantee! in full or 
not. the part which Belgium has placed 
"n the war entitles her to be put in a 
losition by Holland and to protect her- 
self against future aggression.

Last night's trouble began almost as 


soon as Mayor Freeman had risen to 
introduce the senator. Mayor Freeman 
was in the 'midst of an explanation that 
he was introducing'the speaker, because 
he was the mayor of the city and not 
because he supported the. views of 
those opposed to the league covenant 
when the lights went out and volleys 
of eggs hurled.through the air toward 
the stage. 
When the lights were restored it was 


found that virtually none of those on 
the stage, including the senator, mayor 
and members of the reception commit- 
tee had escaped the effects of the eggs. 


Later officials attempted to. continue 
the program, but the crowd refused to 
listen. Efforts by Senator Reed to de- 
liver his address were met with jeers, 
hisses, cat calls and cheers for Presi- 
dent Wilson.

move would quiet the crowd. Finally 
the meeting was abandoned and Sen- 
ator Reed was driven to his hotel.

BATCH OP STEEL PREPARED JUST LIKE 


IRISH STEW; MANY INGREDIENTS USED 


Washington, Oct. 1.—Because of the 
wide interest in the 
strike 
of steel 
workers the National Geographic So- 
ciety has issued two bulletins on the 
steel industry. 
The first dealt \\ith 
Bessemer steel; and the 
second one, 
based on a communication to the so- 
ciety, describes other production meth- 
ods as follows: 


"An open-hearth furnace looks a good 
deal like an ordinary bake-oven, but 
when one looks in through the water- 
CQoled door, a vast difference appears. 
Instead of pans of fragra'nt, fat loaves 
of baking bread, there is an imposing 
pool of fiery liquid as bright as the 
filament of 
a 
high-power 
tungsten 


lamp, so dazzling that it can bo exam- 
ined with safety to the eyes only by 
those using colored glasses. 
Tinted 
here and there with streaks of soft 
blue and dainty pink, it looks 
like 
melted stick candy. 


•"In preparing a battery 
of 
open- 
hearth furnaces for a charge, finely 
ground dolomite is shoveled in first. 
This molts like glass and fills up all 
cracks and 
crannies paused by tho 
powerful heat of the preceding charge. 
Then a little train rolls up before the 
battery, and an electric crane clumps 
box after box of scrap metal from the 
cars Into the furnaces. 
Off some dis- 
tance is a groat steel tank lined with 
fire-brick and full of liquid pig metal. 


"When the scrap has melted and the 
contents of the cauldron are cooked 
enough; when the impurities have been 
driven out and tolled away, the fiery 
broth is 'seasoned,' as it were, with 
pioper amount of carbon, spiegel, fer- 
romanganese, 
tungsten, 
ferrosilicon, 


vandachum, or whatever is necessary 
to give the desired character to the 
resulting steel. 


"Then comes the tapping of the fur- 
nace. 
An electric crane lifts a great 


ladle into position, a workman jams a 
crowbar through a clay-plugged hole 
at the base, and out flows the frenzied 
stream into the ladle. The slag rises 
to the top like oil on water and over- 
flows, congealing on tho outside of the 
ladle 
Then the big crane picks up the 


ladle, swings, it over to the pouring 
platform, where it in its turn is tapped 
and its purified fluid run off into molds. 


"Great care has to be taken in hand- 


ling these ladles, for the presence of a 
few drops of moisture when* the hot 
metal is poured into one might' cause 
an explosion and loss of life 
Just be- 


fore they receive the molten metnl the 
ladles are heitonl nc.uly white hot in 
order that the steel or iron ,may not 
chill in them. 


"As fast as they :<ro filled the ladles 


arc swung out over the ingot molds 
and tho liquid stool is run into them 
and allowed to cool and take its solid 


form 
It is as if water were poured 


into molds and set in a refrigerating 
machine to freeze into blocks of ice. 
The only difference is that the 'freez- 
ing' point of steel is away abo\e the 
boiling point of water 


"There are two other important types 


of steel furnaces—the crucible furnace 
and the electric furnace. In both of 
them the idea is to keep . all hurtful 
gases and other impurities out and to 
regulate the addition of alloys 
and 
oxygen destroyers to a nicety. 
In a 


cruible furnace the metal is. placed in 
graphite claj pots, covers are put over 
them, and the pots subjected to great 
heat. 
Silica is gradually absorbed out 


of the clay in the pots and transformed 
into silicon by coming into contact with 
the carbon in the steel. The silicon in 
its turn absorbs the oxygen and thus 
quiets the frothing, foaming contents 
of the kettle. 


"The electric furnace acts in much 
the same way, its heat being so pure 
that there is no necessity of putting 
the steel in covered pots to keep out 
gases and other impurities. An electric 
arc, established 
between huge elec- 


trodes and the surface of the slag, pro- 
duces the heat in such a furnace. By 
varying the materials used in the for- 
mation of the slag any impurity can 
be wooed off and the glowing steel left 
as pure as crystal. The alloys are then 
mixed with the steel and it is made fit 
tor any use desired. It is drawn off 
into ladles and poured into ingot molds, 
where it hardens, ready to be worked 
up into those things that constitute the 
last word in fine steel."
